power development, indicating that 
regulation of accounts and the ul- 
timate recapture of the plants 
should be left to local authorities. 

“What Power Trust Wants.” 

That's Wilbur,” said Senator 
Norris, Progressive Republican 
from Nebraska. after reading the 
commission’s memorandum on the 
annual report. “It is in line with 
previous actions of the present 
commission and it is exactly in line 
with what the Power Trust wants. 
It demonstrates the need of pub- 
lic servants who are in sympathy 
with the law they are called upon 
to administer. If this Wilbur poli- 
cy became effective, it would nulli- 
fy the 1920 water-power act and 
25 years’ work by conservation 
leaders. 

“The present commission, com- 
posed of three Cabinet officers, will 
go out of existence when the re- 
Organized commission takes office, 
probably some time next month. 
This impudent announcement by 
the expiring commission might

Senator Howell's Statemenf. 

Senator Howell (Rep.). Nebras- 
ka, who knows public utility mat- 
ters as well as anyone in Conzress, 
deciared that adoption of the Wil- 
bur policy would be most agree- 
able to the privately owned utility 
interests of the country.

Only 
a few states have comprehensive 
laws for protection of these re- 
sources and if the policy announced 
in the annual report of the com- 
mission became effective, the prob- 
ability is that the horse would be 
stolen before the barn door could 
be locked.”

HUMAN BONES IN FURNACE

Directed at the Masses. 
This, it is frankly admitted by 
the newspapers, is with a view to 
impressing upon the Seviet masses 
the heinous nature of the crime of 
treason, for which these men Are 
on trial.

Painting by Sir Thomas Law- 
rence Is of Duchess of 
Bedford. 


Sir Thonias Lawrence’s portrait 
of Georgiana, Duchess of Bedford, 
bas been purchased by Oscar 
Johnson Jr., 38 Portland place, for 
335,000. The picture was sold 
through the Safren Galleries in 
Hotel Jefferson. 

The painting is on canvas, 34 by 
°7 inches. It was painted proba- 
bly after the marriage of Geor- 
giana in 1803, as the picture is that 
of a vivacious matured woman. 
The subject is dressed in gleaming 
black satin and wears a large 
black hat trimmed in white. 

Georgiana was one of the great 
Whig ladies of the early nineteenth 
century and figures in many of the 
diaries and memoirs of that period. 
Her picture was painted by several 
.prgminent artists, Lawrence and 
John Hoppner among them. 

She was the youngest daughter 
of Alexander, fourth Duke of Gor- 
don, and was born in 1781. Her 
mother, Jane Maxwell, was noted 
for her match-making activities in 
behalf of her daughters.

The artist, born in 1769, was the 
Outstanding painter of his day, and 
succeeded Sir Joshua Reynolds as 
principal painter to the King fol- 
lowing Reynold’s death in 1792. 
He had entered the Royal Acad- 
emy in 1787 and acquired a repu- 
tation so rapidly that he became 
an associate of the academy four 
years later. He was its president 
from 1820 until his death in 1830.

Of this number a large percentage comes 
from other cities in the Middle West 
and after graduation they go to Kansas 
City, Tulsa, Dallas, Houston and other 
rapidly growing centers in the trade ter- 
ritory of St. Louis. The tuition in the

Leuis Architeeiurel Club pays the 
teachers’ sularies, furnishes classroome, 
together with light, heat and janitor 
service; provides drawing boards, tables, 
stools and leckers; maintains a library 
in connection with the scheol, besides 
meeting peyments on the mortgage, pay- 
ing for insurance and repairs on the 
buildings. ‘The tuition which the club 
charges each student for the entire year 
in architectural drafting, history, con- 
struction, free-hand drawing and mathe- 
matios is #88, of which ameunt $8 goes 
to Washington University.

ANSWERING THE RAILROADS. 
The perfect answer to railroad criticism of the 
Government weterways policy was made at the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Association’s convention by Secretary 
of War Hurley and Senator Brookhert. For years 
the railroads have opposed Government waterway 
construction on the ground that it represents à sub- 
sidy of private barge and steamship lines, Subsidy 
is an unpopular and effective word, but when the 
pages of history are turned back it appears that the 
railroads themselves accepted munificent subsidies 
in their early days, 
Secretary Hurley pointed out that the Federal Gov- 
ernment made land grants to the railroads to the 
extent of 166,604,000 acres. Two railroads alone re- 
ceived direct financial assistance amounting to more 
than $64,600,000, while bonds issued by cities and 
counties to finance railroad projects were outstand- 
ing in the sum of $185,000,000 in 1870. Thousands 
of Federal troops labored on the construction of early 
railroads and Army engineers “located, constructed 
and managed for a time“ the Balimore 4 Ohio, the 
Erie, the New York, New Haven & Hartford and oth- 
er lines, The people of the whole country paid for 
this, and they also paid for the cavalry reginents 
whose protection made possible the building of the 
transcontinental roads. Senator Brockhart cited in 
addition what he claimed was an over-valuation of 
$7,000,000,000 of ratiroads in the Esch- Cummins law. 
and the $529,000,000 collected by the roads from the 
Government for war-time profits as subsidies in ef- 
fect if not in name. 
The waterways of today are in the same position 
of the ratiroads of 50 and 75 years ago. No private 
group could possibly undertake the task of making 
them nevigable, any more then a private groap could 
have built the railroads and made them successful 
without help from the Government. It puts the rail 
road opposition to waterways in bad case when their 
own history is rehearsed, and Messrs. Hurley and 
Brookhart have done so very cogently.

Administration Leaders 
Working to Get Supply 
Measures Through and 
Avert Extra Session. 


By the Associated Press. - 

WASHINGTUN, Nov. 29.—The 
seventy-first Congress begins its 
final session Monday confronted by 
perplexities that forecast trouble- 
some days for the legislators and 
administration alike. Rigid tests 
of leadership in both branches 
loom large as progressive element, 
confident of increased power in the 
next Congress, clamors for con- 
sideration of controversial legisla- 
tion that may lead to an extra ses- 
sion. 

Speaker Longworth today de- 
clared his unalterabie opposition 
to an extra session and said he 
would do. everything possible to 
avoid an excuse for it. What we 
want,“ he said, “is the recovery of 
business and the cessation of un- 
employment. Legislative uncer- 
tainty would retard business and 
prolong unemployment.” - Long- 
‘worth said he favored settling the 
Muscle Shoals controversy at the 
short session. an 

As administration leaders in the 
Senate and House formulated pro- 
grams to avert a special session, 
they faced the problem of dispos- 
ing of four long standing con- 
troverted matters. 

First is the disposal of Muscle 
Shoals, now in dispute between the 
two Houses. Efforts, however, are 
to be made for a compromise. 

Four Subjects at Issue. 

Senator Norris, Prorressive Re- 
publican of Nebraska, not satisfied 
with overtures of administration 
leaders for agreement, has demand- 
ed action on this and these other 
three issues: 

Elimination of the “lame duck” 
sessions of Congress; the Wagner 
unemployment bills pending in the 
House, and the anti-injunction bill 
to prevent the use of restraining 
orders in labor disputes, 

In the Senate, a possible contest 
over the World Court, and many 
important presidential nominations, 
including that of William N. Doak 
of Virginia, as Secretary of Labor, 
will add to the burdens of the lead- 
ers. 

Left over from the last session 
the Wickersham bills to relieve 
court congestion by juryless trials 
and the bills to create a unified 
border patrol and to place motor 
busses under regulation are prom- 
inent on the Senate calendar. 

While Republican leaders plan 
to expedite action on the annual 
supply bills for operation of the 
Government, they are anxious for 
early approval of several unem- 
ployment and drouth relief meas- 
ures. 

Through larger appropriations 
the public building program and 
highway building with Federal aid 
are to be accelerated and expanded 
to furnish employment for more 
men. Further restriction of immi- 
‘gration also is\to be sought. 

Farm Relief. 

A $60,000,000 seed and fertilizer 
loan fund is the aim of those 
sponsoring relief of farmers in 
drouth areas. There is little ex- 
pectation of changes in the Federal 
farm act, although some still desire 
the adoption of the expert deben- 
ture plan. An additional $100,000,- 
000 at least, is expected to be fur- 
nished to the Farm Board. 

Representatives from industriel 
states have determined to resist et- 
forts from agricultural regions and 
from prohibition leaders to chang? 
the present House reapportionment 
plan either by increasing the num- 
ber of seats or eliminating aliens 
from representation count. 

A contest over appropriations for 
prohibition enforcement and the 
national law enforcement commia- 
sion appears certain, on the basis 
of statements by wets. 
An effort to obtain consideration 
of a plan to pay in full adjusted 
compensation certificates held by 
World War veterans is under way 
but apparently with slight likeli- 
hood of success. ; 

Some of the other measures on 
the program are a one-year naval 
construction budget, the Capper- 
Kelly fair trade practices bill, modi- 
fication of the Jadwin flood control 
plan on the Missisippi, and the 
granting of a bill of rights to the 
Samoans.

PRESIDENT DEFENDS 
HIS NOMINATION 


Says It Is His Duty to Main- 
tain Principle of Equal 
Opportunity in Filling 
Public Office. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—In an- 


nouncing the appointment late 
yesterday of William N. Doak of 
Virginia as Secretary of Labor, 
President Hoover said the assertion 
of William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, that 
the post should be filled from with- 
in his organization, laid on the 


chief executive “the duty to main- 
tain the principle of open and equal 
opportunity and freedom in ap- 
pointments to public office.“ Doak 
was named to fill the Cabinet va- 
cancy left by James J. Davis. 

Green immediately expressed 
disappointment on behalf of the 
federation officers. His statement 
refrained, however, from saying 
whether opposition would be car- 
ried to the length of seeking a 
Senate refusal of confirmation. 

Considered Two Years Ago. 

Doak is legislative representative 
of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen, a union not affiliated 
with the federation. He is the first 
Secretary of Labor chosen outside 
the federation, and also is the first 
native American named for the 
post. He was considered by many 
Mr. Hoover’s choice for the post 
two years ago, but federation op- 
position was strong. 

There has been no indication in 
the Senate so far that there will be 
opposition to the appointment. 

Doak is a native of Virginia who 
rose in labor ranks from a humble 
beginning at switching box cars in 
the Bluefield (W. Va.) railroad 
yards. He was elected vice presi- 
dent of his brotherhood in 1916 
and assistant president in 1927. A 
year later he took on the combined 
duties of editor of the Railroad 
Trainman and legislative repre- 
sentative. 

Statement by the President. 

The President said: I have ap- 
pointed William. N. Doak of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, 
as Secretary of Labor. Mr. Doak 
has been identified with organized 
labor all his adult life. For 16 years 
he has been a general officer of 
the trainmen, taking part in a great 
number of labor negotiations. 

have received indorsements of 
Mr. Doak from several score of la- 
bor unions, some of whom are 
members of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. I know that Mr. 
Doak will represent all labor in his 
public duties and that he will re- 
inforce the sympathetic attitude of 
the administration to the great 
problems of the wag: earner. 

“While President Green has 
publicly stated that he will op- 
pose Mr, Doak’s appointment be- 
cause Mr. Doak's union is not at- 
filiated with the American Federa- 
tion of Tabor, he informs me that 
he holds Mr. Doak in the highest 
personal esteem. 

“I do not feel that I can con- 
sent to the principle of debarment 
of the railway employes, or other 
labor unions and associations, or 
any labor man in the United States, 
from the opportunity and the aspi- 
ration to obtain any office in this 
land. 

“I have the highest respect for 
Mr. Green and the American Fed 
eration of Labor, but Mr. Green’s 
enunciations that appointments 
must come from one organization 
in fact imposes upon me the duty 
to maintain the principle ot open 
and equal opportunity and freedom 
in appointment to public office.” 
Viewpoint of A. F. L. Head. 
Green's statement follows: | 
“The President of the United

The son of a Confederate soldier, 
William N. Doak came up through 
the ranks to win high place in the 
nation’s councils. 

At the beginning of the twenti- 
eth century, he came as a slender 
farm youth of 18 from rural re- 
treat, Virginia, to begin switching 
boxcars in the Norfolk & Western 
yards at Bluefield, W. Va. 

At 21 he joined the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Trainmen and served 
as local chairman and legislative 
representative, as well as president 


of his lodge for several years. He 
was elected vice president of the 
brotherhood in 1916. In 1927, he 


was elected assistant president and 
a year later the offices of editor 
and manager of the Railroad 
Trainman were combined with 
those of legislative representative. 

Doak has been connected with 
all the recent wage movements for 
trainmen. He has acted as media- 
tor in several railway labor dis- 
putes, and was sdle arbitrator in 
some cases. His friends boast that 
during his entire labor career he 
has never had a strike. 

Politically a conservative Repub- 
lican, he has been the nominee of 
his party for Congressman from 
the Sixth District of Virginia and 
for United States Senator. 

Doak has devoted virtually all 
of his time to problems of railway 
employes and to the broader field 
of labor economics. His relaxation 


is working in the garden at his 
home in Arlington County, Vir- 
ginia; high above the Potomac 


River. 

Doak enters President Hoover's 
Cabinet at 47, the same age as Sec- 
retary of War Hurley, who has 
been the youngest member. Mrs. 
T-oak was formerly Miss Emma A, 
Cricher of Ironton, O. They have 
no children.

BISHOPS, M. GRISWOLD 
OF CHIGAGO DIES AT 69 


Episcopal Prelate Succumbs to 
Heart Disease After Linger- 
ing Illness.

CHICAGO, Nov. 29.—The Right 
Rev. Sheldon Munson Griswold, 
Bishop of the Chicago Diocese of 
the Episcopal Church, died in an 
Evanston hospital last night after 


a long fight against a lingering iil- 
ness. He was 69 vears old. 

A general breakdown and heart 
disease which necessitated his re- 
moval to the hospital seven weeks 
ago were the cause of death, 

The Bishop's invalid wife and 
the Rev. George Craig Stewart, 
who as Bishop Coadjutor, automat- 
ically suceceds to the bishopric, 
were with the aged churcliman ar 
he passed away, as were Dr. 
Dwight P. Clark, his physician, 
and Mrs. Robert Lansing of New 
York, sister of Mrs. Griswold. The 
last rites of the church were ad- 
ministered by Bishop Stewart. 

For days the Bishop had been in 
a coma, with life sustained during 
his last week by the injection of 
fluid nourishment. He did not re- 
gain consciousness before he died. 
Before he lost consciousness visit- 
ors at the hospital had often heard 
him reciting from the prayerbook. 
Succeeded Bishup Anderson. 
Bishop Griswold's death ended » 
long service for the church, al- 
though he was head of the Chicago 
diocese for less than a year, during 
much of which time he was pre- 
vented by illness from directing 
diocesan affairs. He was chosen 
last February as successor to the 
late Bishop Charles Palmerston 
Anderson. 

One of Bishop Griswold's last ex- 
pressed wishes was that he be 
buried in Chicago, rather than be 
taken back to his native New York 
State,

“ville (N. V.) Attack. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Nov. 
29.— James Husted Germond, a 
farmer. his wife, Mabel, and their 
two children, a son, Raymond, 10 
years old,and a daughter, Bernice, 
18. were found stabbed to death 
on their farm at Stanfordville, a 
few miles from here, yesterday. 

Mrs. Germond. hacked with a 
thick, heavy knife, was discovered 
in the kitchen near the body of her. 
daughter, whom she had evidently 
tried to detend. Not far away lay 
the bodies of the father and son in 
a cow barn. 

Germond apparently had been 
killed when he responded to calls 
for help from the house. The boy, 
it seemed, sought shelter behind a 
hay wagon, but was discovered and 
slain. 

William Coons, a creamery em- 
ploye, surprised and investigating 
at the failure of Germond to deliv- 


upon the bodies. In the far end of 
the kitchen, her head under the 
kitchen stove, lay Mrs. Germond, 
with from 10 to 12 stab wounds on 
her hands, ankles and body. The 
daughter lay under the stove, her 
wristwatch having stopped at 6:40 
o'clock, the supposed hour of the 
attack, which came shortly after 
Miss Germond, an attractive girl, 
who attended Eastman Business 
School here, had stepped from the 
bus which “brought her home 
Wednesday evening.

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The Auto Accident 

NE does not ordinarily think of 
Q) svtomoriic accidents, or of 

automobile fatalities, as a med- 
ical proBlem—yet both the acci- 
dents and the fatalities mount 
yearly, and at a rate which will 
soon make them the leading cause 
of death and disability. 

Automobile fatalities are not to 
be compared with deaths due to 
pneumonia, and yet there is a large 
medical factor in them. 

How often, following an accident, 
do we hear the mortified automo- 
bilist exclaim, “But I didn’t see 
him.“ or “I couldn't hear him com- 
ing,” or “I coulgn’t stop quickly 
enough.” These are given as ex- 
cuses. : 

Often enough, however, they are 
self-confessed weaknesses in the 
motorist—the truth being that the 
victim was not seen because of the 
driver’s defective vision, or was not 
heard because of the motorist's 
poor hearing. Or again, that in the 
emergency, instead of stepping 
quickly on the brakes the motorist, 
with poor co-ordination, stepped on 
the gas instead. 

The competent handling of a 
swiftly moving and powerful motor 
vehicle requires clear vision, nor- 
mal hearing and a basic amount of 
muscular co-ordination. In certain 
states individuals lacking an arm or 
a leg are debarred from driving an 
automobile. It is conccivabie, how- 
ever, that such individuals may be 
less handicapped and less of a pub- 
lie menace than those whose senses 
are defective, and who have not 

enough muscular co-ordination to 
be able to act in an emergency 
promptly and effectively. 

It certainly would make a sub- 
stantial contribution to the preven- 
tion of automobile accidents if 
every motorist, voluntarily or 
otherwise, had his eyes and hear- 
ing tested before he undertook to 
drive an automobile.

VERYBODY belongs to the

Proper Care of Silver 

OES your silver wrapped in its 
Da bags or rolls tarnish 

after a time when not in use? 
The difficulty probably is with the 
bags. In such cotton fabrics of 
which these bags are made there 
are as many poor qualities as 
good. Some flannels absorb mois- 
ture, causing the flatware to tar- 
nish, 

Many people possessing sterling 
take the pieces out of the bags but 
seldom. Naturally one believes that 
a flannel bag is adequate protec- 
tion to prevent tarnish. Sometimes, 
however, the dyes and peculiar 
sulphuric effects that appear in the 
fabric act against the sheen of the 
silver with the result that it be- 
comes stained. 

If this is true in your case, get 
some new and good bags or else ex- 
pect to polish the silver every time 
it is used. Silver should be used 
often because it needs the light. 

The patent polish cloths on the 
market do not give as nice a polish 
as can be obtained by powder or 
paste for the purpose. If you ap- 
preciate and value your silver do 
not clean it by the boiling method 
nor by patent cloths. Rather give 
it careful cleaning with an excel- 
lent powder or paste and wash in 

warm suds, rinse and dry perfectly 
pefore putting away.
